In three articles we have shown {rom the 
reports of our Comptroller Generals, that: 

1. Governor Bullock spent $20,727 76 in 
fifteen months for clerk hire in the Execu- 
tive office, while Governor Jenkins in the 
gsaine time spent only $6,623, under the 
same pressure; making over $14,000 squan- 
dered by Bullock. 

2. Governor Bullock spent $12,800 in fif- 
teen months, in “ defraying the incidental 
expenses of the Executive Department,” 
while previous Governors have not aver- 
aged $350 a year; making over $12,000 more, 
illegally wasted by Bullock. 

3. Governor Bullock spent $14,204 46 in 
five months for extra printing, of which 
$6,168 was given to his own paper, and, it is 
said, went into his own pocket, while Gov- 
ernor Jenkins spent only $1,070 in ten 
months, making Bullock’s and Jenkins’ 
extra printing expenditures bear the pro- 
portion of $26 to $1. 

Since writing the last article, we have 
looked farther into this matter of extra 
printing.and traced up the payments made 
since the last reported by Comptroller 
Bell. 

Tax payers of Georgia, think of it! 
Ponder well the figures. They reveal an 
extravagance that is monstrous. 

From the let of January, 1869,to May 15th, 
1870, a period of sixteen and a half months, 
we find that Governor Bullock has spent

counts are not all paid. Itis believed that 
the amount will run to fifty thousand dol- 
lars.

WasuinaTor, May 17.—The Senate com- 
mittee on Pacific railroads unanimously 
reported Mr. Kellogg’s bill, No. 647, to-day, 
with amendments. The eastern terminus 
of the road is at Marshall, Texas, running 
near the 32d parallel to Ei Paso- thence to 
San Diego. The capital stock of the com- 
pany consists of 1,000,000 shares of $100 
each. The road is called the Texas Pacific. 
The incorporators meet within three 
months after the passage of the act. As 
soon as twenty thousand shares are sub- 
scribed and ten per cent. paid in, the in- 
corporators choose Directors. The compa- 
ny has power to consolidate with any oth- 
er company, and purchase its franchise, 
and grant twenty sections of public lands 
per mile on each side of the road ; and grant- 
ed with right of way from Marshal! to San 
Diego. The road is made a post road. 
The company are authorized to issue con- 
struction and mortgage bonds. The New 
Orleans, Baton Rouge and Vicksburg.made 
a connection, and granted ten sections of 
land per mile from the Texas line into Mar- 
shall. to New Orleans Company. organized 
under the laws of Arkansas, are also 
made to connect from Fulton, in Arkansas, 
to a point near Dallas, Texas.— 
The North Louisiana and Texas Road is 
also authorized to extend their line, and 
connect with the eastern terminus of the 
Pacific Road. The Southern Pacific Rail- 
road of California, running from Fan 
Francisco, is authorized to connect at a 
point on the Rio Colorado Rfver in south- 
eastern California, and is also given a 
grant the same as the New Orleans and 
Baton Rouge Road. The company are to 
accept the terms of grant within one year 
after the passage of the act, and fifty miles 
of the road are to be completed within 
two years from the passage of the act.
